THE PARIS EXHIBITION.

The Opening Ceramonien,
Special Oorrespondence London Times,

PAwys, April L, —The nominal opening of what
i stil] for Lthe greater purt an aimost nomioal
axhibition tuoi place to.-duy, Thero was no
ceremony or pugennt of any Kind; no addresses
or replles; no ofliciat costumes, The Emporor
and Empress merely visited the bullding,
walked round the most presentable parts of 1L,
spole a few words to the representatives of the
various forelgn commisslons, who wore evenling
dress In honor of the ocenslon, and loft as they
cume, in their open carringes, IU was litle
more than & mere formual vislt, exeept that
the bullding was clewner, and certalnly much
emptier than it hns often bean beforo. For
some dave past it has been koown that the
opening would not be made n greal publle
mrt'ﬂmn{, and the knowlodge of this fact has
told most serlously on she gale of season-tickats,
Up to the Iast 1t was beileved that M. Play
would yleld, and silow forelgh conntries and
Fravoce iiself a 1ttle grace in polutof tims to

el themselves Into tolerable order, Not anti)

widay Inst was It for nn Instant belleved that
the bullding was really meant to open to-day,
and whoen the fint was given oul on Saturdny 1o
rrmluntrd only the sort of indifference Induced
)y the absolute despolr of belpg ready. With
the exception of Hussin, England, Sweden, and
perhnps also Denmavk, absolutely none were
prevared,

Thoe positive announcement that the opening
o whe public would renlly be made this day woas
recelved with notu Hitle gloom by all but the
Russiun, English, and some fow French courts,
though of the lutter only u very few were even
tolerably readyv. Ky far the groat majority of
tue foreign Commlssions simply contented
themsalvis With closing thelr entranees and
uflixing the notice, “Lnlree interdite,” for not
onty were the Courts themscives unfinlshed,
but even the small number of the goods whieh
had yetarrived were not unpacked. With such
a state of things, of course nuything ke n
ceremonial was out of the guestion, kven for
the Emperor and Empress themselves [t would
have been Imposkible 1o clear a falr passago
through the mass of bales which In heavy
stacks, ke piles of rough deals, camber the
fpaces reserved for most forelgn nations, Han-

ay wns the last day allowed tor work—Iin fact,
It was declsively nnnounced at first that no
work would be allowed on thut day ot all, as It
was Lo be glven up enllrely 1o cleanlng Lthe In-
terior, Of course, bowever, this rule was re-
laxed, and such & seene of confusion as the
bullding presented yesterday was probably
nevor \\'Il.lll"n‘u'll, uvien by those most con-
versant with the Dborrible uproar and
hurry of the last day's work 1o these

bhuge shops, To make matlers worse, not less |

than from HOO o 6000 people had re-
ceived tlokels of andmigsion, so that in some
purts the radial avenues were literally blocked
up with dense crowds of loungers, who only
congregnted where the work was buslest, and
wliere, therefore, as a matter of course, thelr
presence wons least desired and most obsirne-
tive., 1t wus not Ll towards evening tliat
these throngs gradually abated, and the sweeps
ers and laborers got o fulr chance to make
things look, if not in disorder, at least in less
disarray than nsual. Seaffoldivgs were pulled
down, sereens broken away with hammers or
beains, benches dragged out en masse, and the
Inst efforts only ceused when darkness ecame
on, All however, was In vain, and half the
foreign countries nud more than half of France
was §till blocked with ladders, poles, and frame-
work of every shape and kind.
CORDITION OF THE BUILDING,

art in any public ceremony, In plain tratn,
na is nillvur{ far from well,and as yet does not
leave the paluce, nor is e expacted to do so for
some few dnys to come, Everywhere the [m-

erinl corteye was recelved with Lhe marks of

he okt profound delerence and respect, bnt
there was very little chearing, A few stray
crysof * Vive " Empereur!” was ralied at thimes,
but ns a rule the Froven do not eheer, nnd the
carringes moved on am bl the waving of haund-
kerciblers nud uneovered heads only,

RECEPTION OF THE EMPEROR,

Al the vestibunle thely Mojesties were recelved
by M. Lo Play and the otuer members of Lhe
Imperinl Commission, and nlmost instaotly
ascended the stalrease which led to the ralsed
gollery runnipg round the machinery annexe,
or rather cirele, The Emperor wore a plaln
evening dress, with the grand cordon and stur
of the Legion o Honneur, The Empress was at-
tired Inthe simplest of waliking costumes, and
wore adark vell, whieh she never rilsad while
in the bullding. The course of the Imperinl

riy through the exhiblition may easlly be fol-

Mugee's real eriminal  cureer commenced
When the *‘big bounty" excitement was at its
helght, previons to toe close of the war.
wias one of the most expert and suceessful of
the great horde of wretches kuown as “bounty-
Jumpers,” who defrpuded the Government out
of milliows of money, and almost demornlized
fhe mrmies, He followed the “jumping" busi-
ness until bhe realized o very large amount
ol money. He then went Into the reeruoit-
ing business as n “‘broker,” viz., takiog
a number of rascals of his own char
ucter under his “ wing,” to another State,
or {o apy place where big bouhties were paid,
snd selliog them to the bona fide recruiting
azents for the highest market price, Each ot
the ‘‘sham" recrnits wonld pay over their bounty
to Magee, who next tumed his attention to
securing their escape, Tn this hie was gonerally
suceessful, and on being released the 'jumpers”
recelved probably one-third of the bounty trom
Magee. he claiming the remainder for his ser-
vices, The lellow wos known to have in bis
possession at one time over twenty thousaund

But he *“ecounldo’t stand prosperity,” His i1l
gotten gains were laviahed oo dissipated women,
wine, and other extravagances, and when the
“hounty” bubble borst, &t the close of the
war, he wae reduced almost to poverty. Then,
hke hundreds, nay, thouvsands, of others of Lis
eluse~-Mio turoed his attention to every snecies
of rascality, Ifrom pocket-ploking 10 highway
robbery nnd burglary., He was frequently ap.
prehended, bul slmost Invariably sacceaded in
getting elear.
